RentContro! 
Agency to 
Delay Action 


By EUGENE B. DODSON 
Washington, July 31 --(/P)— The 


federal rent control office, with a 
wary eye on Congress, has decided 
against further action on its own 
to lilt ceilings from any of the ''jM 
areas remaining, under control. 


Future .policy an agency official 
told a reporter today, will be for 
the federal office to check the de- 
control question to the local advi- 
sory boards authorized under the 
new rent law enacted last month 


Although the law provides that 
Housing Expediter Frank R. Crce- 
don, 
who administers rent regula- 
tions, may lift ceilings if conditions 
warrant, it also gives the local 
boards a strong voice in their own 
areas. 


The official emphasized that the 
new policy is not delaying any de- 
control actions "since none arc up 
for approval at present." 


However, he said that should the 
agency — before the boards 
are 
set up for business —develop evi- 
dence that 
decontrol 
"mignt be 
warranted" in any of the areas, 
"it likely would wait for recom- 
mendations from the local board 
rather than going ahead on 
its 
own." 


Another official said information 


which "might lead to decontrol of 
some fringe 
sectons 
of several 
areas" is being gathered and 
will 


be submitted "when the boards are 
cady to begin their studies." 


"Certainly Congress wanted 
the 
loards lo have a strong voice in 
operation of the new law," this of- 
"icial.said, "and it seems only right 
hey should pass on decontrol mal- 
,ers." 


Congress when it returns in Jan- 
uary will have to decide -hortly 
whether it wants to extend coii- 
rols beyond February 29, the new 
expiration date.

Written for NEA Service 
Although paratyphoid fever re- 
sembles typhoid fever in many re- 
spects, injections of typhoid vac- 
cine will not protect susceptible 
persons against paratyphoid fever. 
Servicemen were given

of typhoid fever as well as para- 
typhoid fever to protecl 
them 
against both these infections. 


AS wilh typhoid fever, milk and 
other dairy products which have' 
not been subjected to proper heat; 
treatment (pasteurization) spread 
paratyphoid fever. Shellfish 
froni. 
contaminated water may be re-: 
sponsible for the disease, and flies 
can carry Ihe germs from Ihe sick 
lo the well.

RentContro! 
Agency to 
Delay Action 


By EUGENE B. DODSON 
Washington, July 31 --(/P)— The 


federal rent control office, with a 
wary eye on Congress, has decided 
against further action on its own 
to lilt ceilings from any of the ''jM 
areas remaining, under control. 


Future .policy an agency official 
told a reporter today, will be for 
the federal office to check the de- 
control question to the local advi- 
sory boards authorized under the 
new rent law enacted last month 


Although the law provides that 
Housing Expediter Frank R. Crce- 
don, 
who administers rent regula- 
tions, may lift ceilings if conditions 
warrant, it also gives the local 
boards a strong voice in their own 
areas. 


The official emphasized that the 
new policy is not delaying any de- 
control actions "since none arc up 
for approval at present." 


However, he said that should the 
agency — before the boards 
are 
set up for business —develop evi- 
dence that 
decontrol 
"mignt be 
warranted" in any of the areas, 
"it likely would wait for recom- 
mendations from the local board 
rather than going ahead on 
its 
own." 


Another official said information 


which "might lead to decontrol of 
some fringe 
sectons 
of several 
areas" is being gathered and 
will 


be submitted "when the boards are 
cady to begin their studies." 


"Certainly Congress wanted 
the 
loards lo have a strong voice in 
operation of the new law," this of- 
"icial.said, "and it seems only right 
hey should pass on decontrol mal- 
,ers." 


Congress when it returns in Jan- 
uary will have to decide -hortly 
whether it wants to extend coii- 
rols beyond February 29, the new 
expiration date.

RentContro! 
Agency to 
Delay Action

Washington, July 31 --(/P)— The 


federal rent control office, with a 
wary eye on Congress, has decided 
against further action on its own 
to lilt ceilings from any of the ''jM 
areas remaining, under control. 


Future .policy an agency official 
told a reporter today, will be for 
the federal office to check the de- 
control question to the local advi- 
sory boards authorized under the 
new rent law enacted last month 


Although the law provides that 
Housing Expediter Frank R. Crce- 
don, 
who administers rent regula- 
tions, may lift ceilings if conditions 
warrant, it also gives the local 
boards a strong voice in their own 
areas. 


The official emphasized that the 
new policy is not delaying any de- 
control actions "since none arc up 
for approval at present." 


However, he said that should the 
agency — before the boards 
are 
set up for business —develop evi- 
dence that 
decontrol 
"mignt be 
warranted" in any of the areas, 
"it likely would wait for recom- 
mendations from the local board 
rather than going ahead on 
its 
own." 


Another official said information 


which "might lead to decontrol of 
some fringe 
sectons 
of several 
areas" is being gathered and 
will 


be submitted "when the boards are 
cady to begin their studies." 


"Certainly Congress wanted 
the 
loards lo have a strong voice in 
operation of the new law," this of- 
"icial.said, "and it seems only right 
hey should pass on decontrol mal- 
,ers." 


Congress when it returns in Jan- 
uary will have to decide -hortly 
whether it wants to extend coii- 
rols beyond February 29, the new 
expiration date.

RentContro! 
Agency to 
Delay Action

Washington, July 31 --(/P)— The 


federal rent control office, with a 
wary eye on Congress, has decided 
against further action on its own 
to lilt ceilings from any of the ''jM 
areas remaining, under control. 


Future .policy an agency official 
told a reporter today, will be for 
the federal office to check the de- 
control question to the local advi- 
sory boards authorized under the 
new rent law enacted last month 


Although the law provides that 
Housing Expediter Frank R. Crce- 
don, 
who administers rent regula- 
tions, may lift ceilings if conditions 
warrant, it also gives the local 
boards a strong voice in their own 
areas. 


The official emphasized that the 
new policy is not delaying any de- 
control actions "since none arc up 
for approval at present." 


However, he said that should the 
agency — before the boards 
are 
set up for business —develop evi- 
dence that 
decontrol 
"mignt be 
warranted" in any of the areas, 
"it likely would wait for recom- 
mendations from the local board 
rather than going ahead on 
its 
own." 


Another official said information 


which "might lead to decontrol of 
some fringe 
sectons 
of several 
areas" is being gathered and 
will 


be submitted "when the boards are 
cady to begin their studies." 


"Certainly Congress wanted 
the 
loards lo have a strong voice in 
operation of the new law," this of- 
"icial.said, "and it seems only right 
hey should pass on decontrol mal- 
,ers."

RentContro! 
Agency to 
Delay Action

Washington, July 31 --(/P)— The 


federal rent control office, with a 
wary eye on Congress, has decided 
against further action on its own 
to lilt ceilings from any of the ''jM 
areas remaining, under control. 


Future .policy an agency official 
told a reporter today, will be for 
the federal office to check the de- 
control question to the local advi- 
sory boards authorized under the 
new rent law enacted last month 


Although the law provides that 
Housing Expediter Frank R. Crce- 
don, 
who administers rent regula- 
tions, may lift ceilings if conditions 
warrant, it also gives the local 
boards a strong voice in their own 
areas. 


The official emphasized that the 
new policy is not delaying any de- 
control actions "since none arc up 
for approval at present." 


However, he said that should the 
agency — before the boards 
are 
set up for business —develop evi- 
dence that 
decontrol 
"mignt be 
warranted" in any of the areas, 
"it likely would wait for recom- 
mendations from the local board 
rather than going ahead on 
its 
own." 


Another official said information 


which "might lead to decontrol of 
some fringe 
sectons 
of several 
areas" is being gathered and 
will 


be submitted "when the boards are 
cady to begin their studies." 


"Certainly Congress wanted 
the 
loards lo have a strong voice in 
operation of the new law," this of- 
"icial.said, "and it seems only right 
hey should pass on decontrol mal- 
,ers." 


Congress when it returns in Jan- 
uary will have to decide -hortly 
whether it wants to extend coii- 
rols beyond February 29, the new 
expiration date.

RentContro! 
Agency to 
Delay Action

Washington, July 31 --(/P)— The 


federal rent control office, with a 
wary eye on Congress, has decided 
against further action on its own 
to lilt ceilings from any of the ''jM 
areas remaining, under control. 


Future .policy an agency official 
told a reporter today, will be for 
the federal office to check the de- 
control question to the local advi- 
sory boards authorized under the 
new rent law enacted last month 


Although the law provides that 
Housing Expediter Frank R. Crce- 
don, 
who administers rent regula- 
tions, may lift ceilings if conditions 
warrant, it also gives the local 
boards a strong voice in their own 
areas. 


The official emphasized that the 
new policy is not delaying any de- 
control actions "since none arc up 
for approval at present." 


However, he said that should the 
agency — before the boards 
are 
set up for business —develop evi- 
dence that 
decontrol 
"mignt be 
warranted" in any of the areas, 
"it likely would wait for recom- 
mendations from the local board 
rather than going ahead on 
its 
own." 


Another official said information 


which "might lead to decontrol of 
some fringe 
sectons 
of several 
areas" is being gathered and 
will 


be submitted "when the boards are 
cady to begin their studies." 


"Certainly Congress wanted 
the 
loards lo have a strong voice in 
operation of the new law," this of- 
"icial.said, "and it seems only right 
hey should pass on decontrol mal- 
,ers."

New York, —(NEA) — Experts 


believe that by 1951 the Persian 
Gulf will become the number one 
source of gasoline and 
fuel oils 


for the have-not nations. 


It will relieve tho United States 


of heavy liabilities, so that more 
of our own oil can stay at home. 
It will take a load off the Carib- 
bean fields—particularly Venezuela 
and Colombia— so that they can 
send a larger proportion of thei: 
yield to the United States. 


This makes the Persian 
Gulf 
area important to every automo- 
bile 
driver 
and 
householder 
whatever 
world 
statesman 
may 


succeed in doing 
about lasting 
peace. 


If a major war 
sTiould come, 
these fields would assume critical 
importance as a source of fuel that 
would not have to be hauled across 
the Atlantic in the face of enemy 
submarines and bombers, 


Our high commands are making 


no assumptions as lo who would 
be friend—and who enemy— in a 
World War III, if one should come 
They want to be sure of ship and 
plane fuel under any possible line- 
up. Therefore they are vitally in- 
terested in seeing that Persian 
Gulf oil does not get cut off by 
Russia's iron curtain. 


Nobody knows 
how much oil 
there is in the Gulf area. Everett 
De Golyer, considered one of the 
world's foremost geologists, came 
back with the idea that there are' 
at least 100 billion barrels there, 
which is equivalent to almost two 
trillion 
gallons 
of gasoline plus 


one and a half trillion gallons of 
fuel oils of various grades. 


A conservative estimate is that 
proven 
reserves in the Middla 


East amount to 26 billion barrels, 
or 42 per 
cent of the world's 


proven supply. This still is less 
than the 31 billion barrels given 
by the same experts as the proven 
reserve for the Gulf area, includ- 
ing our own supplies. 


But the Gulf area is eating up 


its proven reserve at the rale p£ 
six million barrels a clay, while 
the Middle East is using up only 


Changing Pattern

Ignoring home consumption, the 


United States exported an average 
of 414,200 barrels a day last year 
of which 178,000 went to Europe; 
127,000 to Canada; 34,500 to Oce-

GOO barrels a day, of which we 
took 350,700; Europe took 342,700;

pits exports to 1,332,900 barrels a 
day, of which we shall gel 567,900 
— 50 per cent increase— and Eu- 
rope will get 330,100, a slight de- 
crease. 


Europe's needs will be met by 
Ihe 
Persian Gulf 
fields, from 


which Ihey will be getting 619, 
800 
barrels a day —almost five 


times as much as now. This, the 
company estimates, will come out 
of a total Persian Gulf export of 
956,000 barrels a day. 


This picture is of importance — 


aside from military 
and naval 
strategy —from a price standpoint. 


Oil experts are sure that this 


country can get all the gasoline 
and fuel oil we need for at least 
a thousand years, without making 
it from grain, soy beans, or wood 
—which is feasible technically 


At the rate we are burning il 


up now, Ihis 
country's 
proved 


reserve would last only aboul 12 
years. There are just under 20 
billion barrels located 
definitely 


and measured, and we averaged 
about 4,800,000 barrels a day in 
the first three months of 1947. 
But in a broad way, oil men try 


just to keep safely ahead 
of 


usage. They have no idea of trying 
to prove up everything at once. 
In spite of enormous use during 
and since the war, and shortage of 
materials, they have located more 
than we have burned up, and our 
proven reserve today is the biggest 
in history. 
There is plenty more, geologists

New York, —(NEA) — Experts 


believe that by 1951 the Persian 
Gulf will become the number one 
source of gasoline and 
fuel oils 


for the have-not nations. 


It will relieve tho United States 


of heavy liabilities, so that more 
of our own oil can stay at home. 
It will take a load off the Carib- 
bean fields—particularly Venezuela 
and Colombia— so that they can 
send a larger proportion of thei: 
yield to the United States. 


This makes the Persian 
Gulf 
area important to every automo- 
bile 
driver 
and 
householder 
whatever 
world 
statesman 
may 


succeed in doing 
about lasting 
peace. 


If a major war 
sTiould come, 
these fields would assume critical 
importance as a source of fuel that 
would not have to be hauled across 
the Atlantic in the face of enemy 
submarines and bombers, 


Our high commands are making 


no assumptions as lo who would 
be friend—and who enemy— in a 
World War III, if one should come 
They want to be sure of ship and 
plane fuel under any possible line- 
up. Therefore they are vitally in- 
terested in seeing that Persian 
Gulf oil does not get cut off by 
Russia's iron curtain. 


Nobody knows 
how much oil 
there is in the Gulf area. Everett 
De Golyer, considered one of the 
world's foremost geologists, came 
back with the idea that there are' 
at least 100 billion barrels there, 
which is equivalent to almost two 
trillion 
gallons 
of gasoline plus 


one and a half trillion gallons of 
fuel oils of various grades. 


A conservative estimate is that 
proven 
reserves in the Middla 


East amount to 26 billion barrels, 
or 42 per 
cent of the world's 


proven supply. This still is less 
than the 31 billion barrels given 
by the same experts as the proven 
reserve for the Gulf area, includ- 
ing our own supplies. 


But the Gulf area is eating up 


its proven reserve at the rale p£ 
six million barrels a clay, while 
the Middle East is using up only

day, of which we shall gel 567,900 
— 50 per cent increase— and Eu- 
rope will get 330,100, a slight de- 
crease.

But in a broad way, oil men try 


just to keep safely ahead

usage. They have no idea of trying 
to prove up everything at once. 
In spite of enormous use during 
and since the war, and shortage of 
materials, they have located more 
than we have burned up, and our 
proven reserve today is the biggest 
in history.

believe that by 1951 the Persian 
Gulf will become the number one 
source of gasoline and 
fuel oils 


for the have-not nations. 


It will relieve tho United States 


of heavy liabilities, so that more 
of our own oil can stay at home. 
It will take a load off the Carib- 
bean fields—particularly Venezuela 
and Colombia— so that they can 
send a larger proportion of thei: 
yield to the United States. 


This makes the Persian 
Gulf 
area important to every automo- 
bile 
driver 
and 
householder 
whatever 
world 
statesman 
may 


succeed in doing 
about lasting 
peace. 


If a major war 
sTiould come, 
these fields would assume critical 
importance as a source of fuel that 
would not have to be hauled across 
the Atlantic in the face of enemy 
submarines and bombers, 


Our high commands are making 


no assumptions as lo who would 
be friend—and who enemy— in a 
World War III, if one should come 
They want to be sure of ship and 
plane fuel under any possible line- 
up. Therefore they are vitally in- 
terested in seeing that Persian 
Gulf oil does not get cut off by 
Russia's iron curtain. 


Nobody knows 
how much oil 
there is in the Gulf area. Everett 
De Golyer, considered one of the 
world's foremost geologists, came 
back with the idea that there are' 
at least 100 billion barrels there, 
which is equivalent to almost two 
trillion 
gallons 
of gasoline plus 


one and a half trillion gallons of 
fuel oils of various grades. 


A conservative estimate is that 
proven 
reserves in the Middla 


East amount to 26 billion barrels,

The Caribbean area will slap u 


pits exports to 1,332,900 barrels a 
day, of which we shall gel 567,900 
— 50 per cent increase— and Eu- 
rope will get 330,100, a slight de- 
crease. 


Europe's needs will be met by 
Ihe 
Persian Gulf 
fields, from 


which Ihey will be getting 619, 
800 
barrels a day —almost five 


times as much as now. This, the 
company estimates, will come out 
of a total Persian Gulf export of 
956,000 barrels a day. 


This picture is of importance — 


aside from military 
and naval 
strategy —from a price standpoint. 


Oil experts are sure that this 


country can get all the gasoline 
and fuel oil we need for at least 
a thousand years, without making

At the rate we are burning il

years. There are just under 20 
billion barrels located 
definitely 


and measured, and we averaged 
about 4,800,000 barrels a day in 
the first three months of 1947. 
But in a broad way, oil men try 


just to keep safely ahead 
of 


usage. They have no idea of trying 
to prove up everything at once. 
In spite of enormous use during 
and since the war, and shortage of 
materials, they have located more 
than we have burned up, and our 
proven reserve today is the biggest 
in history. 
There is plenty more, geologists 


say. And 
there 
are unmeasured 


quantities of natural gas, which 
can be made into gasoline and 
fuel oil, plus at least a thousand- 
year supply of coal, which also can 
be converted to motor and diesel 
and oil-burner fuel. 


But the cost of getting oil in- 
creases as 
successively 
poorcv 


fields are tapped, and as conver- 
sion processes are introduced. The 
imports made available to us, as 
the Persian Gulf takes over sup- 
ply of other continents, can help 
put off the time when gasoline 
and heating and diesel oil will 
cost more than we want to pay.

New York, —(NEA) — Experts 


believe that by 1951 the Persian 
Gulf will become the number one 
source of gasoline and 
fuel oils 


for the have-not nations. 


It will relieve tho United States 


of heavy liabilities, so that more 
of our own oil can stay at home. 
It will take a load off the Carib- 
bean fields—particularly Venezuela 
and Colombia— so that they can 
send a larger proportion of thei: 
yield to the United States. 


This makes the Persian 
Gulf 
area important to every automo- 
bile 
driver 
and 
householder 
whatever 
world 
statesman 
may 


succeed in doing 
about lasting 
peace. 


If a major war 
sTiould come, 
these fields would assume critical 
importance as a source of fuel that 
would not have to be hauled across 
the Atlantic in the face of enemy 
submarines and bombers, 


Our high commands are making 


no assumptions as lo who would 
be friend—and who enemy— in a 
World War III, if one should come 
They want to be sure of ship and 
plane fuel under any possible line- 
up. Therefore they are vitally in- 
terested in seeing that Persian 
Gulf oil does not get cut off by 
Russia's iron curtain. 


Nobody knows 
how much oil 
there is in the Gulf area. Everett 
De Golyer, considered one of the 
world's foremost geologists, came 
back with the idea that there are' 
at least 100 billion barrels there, 
which is equivalent to almost two 
trillion 
gallons 
of gasoline plus 


one and a half trillion gallons of 
fuel oils of various grades. 


A conservative estimate is that 
proven 
reserves in the Middla 


East amount to 26 billion barrels, 
or 42 per 
cent of the world's 


proven supply. This still is less 
than the 31 billion barrels given 
by the same experts as the proven 
reserve for the Gulf area, includ- 
ing our own supplies. 


But the Gulf area is eating up 


its proven reserve at the rale p£ 
six million barrels a clay, while 
the Middle East is using up only

United States exported an average 
of 414,200 barrels a day last year 
of which 178,000 went to Europe;

day, of which we shall gel 567,900 
— 50 per cent increase— and Eu- 
rope will get 330,100, a slight de- 
crease. 


Europe's needs will be met by

which Ihey will be getting 619,

barrels a day —almost five 


times as much as now. This, the 
company estimates, will come out 
of a total Persian Gulf export of 
956,000 barrels a day. 


This picture is of importance —

Oil experts are sure that this

and measured, and we averaged 
about 4,800,000 barrels a day in 
the first three months of 1947. 
But in a broad way, oil men try 


just to keep safely ahead 
of 


usage. They have no idea of trying 
to prove up everything at once. 
In spite of enormous use during 
and since the war, and shortage of 
materials, they have located more 
than we have burned up, and our 
proven reserve today is the biggest 
in history.

Persian Gulf 
Is World Oil 
Tank for 1951

New York, —(NEA) — Experts 


believe that by 1951 the Persian 
Gulf will become the number one 
source of gasoline and 
fuel oils 


for the have-not nations. 


It will relieve tho United States 


of heavy liabilities, so that more 
of our own oil can stay at home. 
It will take a load off the Carib- 
bean fields—particularly Venezuela 
and Colombia— so that they can 
send a larger proportion of thei: 
yield to the United States. 


This makes the Persian 
Gulf 
area important to every automo- 
bile 
driver 
and 
householder 
whatever 
world 
statesman 
may 


succeed in doing 
about lasting 
peace. 


If a major war 
sTiould come, 
these fields would assume critical 
importance as a source of fuel that 
would not have to be hauled across 
the Atlantic in the face of enemy 
submarines and bombers, 


Our high commands are making 


no assumptions as lo who would 
be friend—and who enemy— in a 
World War III, if one should come 
They want to be sure of ship and 
plane fuel under any possible line- 
up. Therefore they are vitally in- 
terested in seeing that Persian 
Gulf oil does not get cut off by 
Russia's iron curtain. 


Nobody knows 
how much oil 
there is in the Gulf area. Everett 
De Golyer, considered one of the 
world's foremost geologists, came 
back with the idea that there are' 
at least 100 billion barrels there, 
which is equivalent to almost two 
trillion 
gallons 
of gasoline plus 


one and a half trillion gallons of 
fuel oils of various grades. 


A conservative estimate is that 
proven 
reserves in the Middla 


East amount to 26 billion barrels, 
or 42 per 
cent of the world's 


proven supply. This still is less 
than the 31 billion barrels given 
by the same experts as the proven 
reserve for the Gulf area, includ- 
ing our own supplies. 


But the Gulf area is eating up 


its proven reserve at the rale p£ 
six million barrels a clay, while 
the Middle East is using up only

United States exported an average 
of 414,200 barrels a day last year 
of which 178,000 went to Europe;

GOO barrels a day, of which we 
took 350,700; Europe took 342,700;

The Persian Gulf field exported 


404,700 barrels a day, of which 
Europe got 127,500; Oceania 115, 
900: South and-East Asia 177,800. 


The pattern is changing, how 


ever. One major oil company, try 
ing lo plan for the future, esti 
mates 
that by 1951 the United 


Stales wil lexport 
only 23l!,900 


and import 5ii3,100 barrels a day. 


The Caribbean area will slap u 


pits exports to 1,332,900 barrels a 
day, of which we shall gel 567,900 
— 50 per cent increase— and Eu- 
rope will get 330,100, a slight de- 
crease. 


Europe's needs will be met by 
Ihe 
Persian Gulf 
fields, from 


which Ihey will be getting 619, 
800 
barrels a day —almost five 


times as much as now. This, the 
company estimates, will come out 
of a total Persian Gulf export of 
956,000 barrels a day. 


This picture is of importance — 


aside from military 
and naval 
strategy —from a price standpoint. 


Oil experts are sure that this 


country can get all the gasoline 
and fuel oil we need for at least 
a thousand years, without making 
it from grain, soy beans, or wood 
—which is feasible technically 


At the rate we are burning il 


up now, Ihis 
country's 
proved 


reserve would last only aboul 12 
years. There are just under 20 
billion barrels located 
definitely 


and measured, and we averaged 
about 4,800,000 barrels a day in 
the first three months of 1947. 
But in a broad way, oil men try 


just to keep safely ahead 
of 


usage. They have no idea of trying 
to prove up everything at once. 
In spite of enormous use during 
and since the war, and shortage of 
materials, they have located more 
than we have burned up, and our 
proven reserve today is the biggest 
in history. 
There is plenty more, geologists 


say. And 
there 
are unmeasured 


quantities of natural gas, which 
can be made into gasoline and 
fuel oil, plus at least a thousand- 
year supply of coal, which also can 
be converted to motor and diesel 
and oil-burner fuel. 


But the cost of getting oil in- 
creases as 
successively 
poorcv 


fields are tapped, and as conver- 
sion processes are introduced. The 
imports made available to us, as 
the Persian Gulf takes over sup- 
ply of other continents, can help 
put off the time when gasoline 
and heating and diesel oil will 
cost more than we want to pay.

New York, —(NEA) — Experts 


believe that by 1951 the Persian 
Gulf will become the number one 
source of gasoline and 
fuel oils 


for the have-not nations. 


It will relieve tho United States 


of heavy liabilities, so that more 
of our own oil can stay at home. 
It will take a load off the Carib- 
bean fields—particularly Venezuela 
and Colombia— so that they can 
send a larger proportion of thei: 
yield to the United States. 


This makes the Persian 
Gulf 
area important to every automo- 
bile 
driver 
and 
householder 
whatever 
world 
statesman 
may 


succeed in doing 
about lasting 
peace. 


If a major war 
sTiould come, 
these fields would assume critical 
importance as a source of fuel that 
would not have to be hauled across 
the Atlantic in the face of enemy 
submarines and bombers, 


Our high commands are making 


no assumptions as lo who would 
be friend—and who enemy— in a 
World War III, if one should come 
They want to be sure of ship and 
plane fuel under any possible line- 
up. Therefore they are vitally in- 
terested in seeing that Persian 
Gulf oil does not get cut off by 
Russia's iron curtain. 


Nobody knows 
how much oil 
there is in the Gulf area. Everett 
De Golyer, considered one of the 
world's foremost geologists, came 
back with the idea that there are' 
at least 100 billion barrels there, 
which is equivalent to almost two 
trillion 
gallons 
of gasoline plus 


one and a half trillion gallons of 
fuel oils of various grades. 


A conservative estimate is that 
proven 
reserves in the Middla 


East amount to 26 billion barrels, 
or 42 per 
cent of the world's 


proven supply. This still is less 
than the 31 billion barrels given 
by the same experts as the proven 
reserve for the Gulf area, includ- 
ing our own supplies. 


But the Gulf area is eating up 


its proven reserve at the rale p£ 
six million barrels a clay, while 
the Middle East is using up only

United States exported an average 
of 414,200 barrels a day last year 
of which 178,000 went to Europe;

pits exports to 1,332,900 barrels a 
day, of which we shall gel 567,900 
— 50 per cent increase— and Eu- 
rope will get 330,100, a slight de- 
crease. 


Europe's needs will be met by

Persian Gulf 
fields, from 


which Ihey will be getting 619, 
800 
barrels a day —almost five 


times as much as now. This, the 
company estimates, will come out 
of a total Persian Gulf export of 
956,000 barrels a day. 


This picture is of importance — 


aside from military 
and naval 
strategy —from a price standpoint. 


Oil experts are sure that this 


country can get all the gasoline

At the rate we are burning il

years. There are just under 20 
billion barrels located

and measured, and we averaged 
about 4,800,000 barrels a day in 
the first three months of 1947. 
But in a broad way, oil men try 


just to keep safely ahead 
of 


usage. They have no idea of trying 
to prove up everything at once. 
In spite of enormous use during 
and since the war, and shortage of 
materials, they have located more 
than we have burned up, and our 
proven reserve today is the biggest 
in history. 
There is plenty more, geologists 


say. And 
there 
are unmeasured 


quantities of natural gas, which 
can be made into gasoline and 
fuel oil, plus at least a thousand- 
year supply of coal, which also can 
be converted to motor and diesel 
and oil-burner fuel. 


But the cost of getting oil in- 
creases as
